Under the reorganization plan, 
which Is scheduled to go bito ef­ 
fect in 1965, Morrisville would 
oin the Pennsbury system, Bris­ 
tol Borough in the Delhaas dis­ 
trict and New Hope • Sotebury 
would become part of the Central 
Bucks system. 
Nine Districts 
Under the plan the nine new 
districts will be:

The State Council of Education 
has approved nine county plans 
and rejected three others.
